Age Pensioners is over 75, 


none are under 65 
are 90 and above.

Social Security and about 
the same amount from the 
Pensions and Security De- 
partment. The pensioners 


not physically able to 
work in the main. The maxi- 
mum amount that an Old Age 
Pensioner can receive is 
575, If he has other income, 
is less. Today’s high st- 
indard living makes it 
harder for these people to 
manage on what they receive. 
Many are ill and medical ex- 
penses are high also. 

The next largest number 
of recipients are the 263 fam- 
ilies in which are 750 de- 
pendent children under 18. 
In none of these homes are 
there two able-bodied par- 
ents. The children have lost 
a parent’s support through 
death, disability, imprison- 
ment, or desertion. The mo- 
ther, if able bodied, is ex- 
pected to work if a job can 
be found and plans made for 
the care of her children while 
it work. (A disabled father 
is always expected to work 
too, insofar as he is able.) 
Older boys and girls are ex- 
pected to find suitable jobs 
alter school, on Saturdays, 
and during vacations. These 
people must try to help them- 
selves before they can qual- 
ify for aid. Aid to Depend - 
ent Children families get 
help on the average of three 
often for a shorter 
time. The average grant per 
child per month is only $11.07, 
Every effort is made to re- 
habilitate these families.

Wallace’s economy-mind- 
ed administration faces the 
serious problem of prora- 
tion, because the State has 
obligated itself topay some 
$44.6 million with an anti- 
cipated income of only $41.9 
million, This means a $2.7 
million shortage. 

One fiscal expert des- 
cribed this simply as writ- 
ing $44.6 million in checks 
with only $41.9 million on 
deposit to cover it, 

The Interim Study Com- 
mittee, when it made its 
report to the Governor, 
said one of two courses of 
action was open tothe Goy- 
ernor.

ernor Wallace, within min- 
utes after receiving the 
formal writeen report, 
called for proration. 

Executive order No, 5, 
issued late last week for- 
mally directed the deport- 
ments of government to 
prorate their funds for the 
remainder of the fiscal 
year, which ends Sept. 30, 
1963. 

After Seymore Tram- 
mell, the Finance Director, 
surveyed the law relative 
to the State’s general funds, 
he found that some $26 mil- 
lion was ‘‘proratable.”’ 

This means that it was 
necessary to reduce expen- 
ditures about 10 per cent 
for the entire year in or- 
der to reduce expenses the 
necessary $2.7 million. 

However, the fiscal year 
is almost half over, sothis 
means that a 20 per cent 
proration is necessary to 
proration is necessary to 
bring expensitures back 
into line with anticipated 
receipts. 

Governor Wallace, in 
announcing proration, 
Strongly urged that cuts 
be made in equipment pur- 
chases, travel, and all 
Operational expenses ex- 
cept salaries, 

The Governor said he 
wanted every effort made to 
keep from reducing the sal- 
aries of state employees. 

The final order came 
after several weeks hear- 
ings on the State’s finan- 
ces by the Interim Study 
Committee.
